Two New British Airships Can Carry 
140 Passengers 

Two Airships are now in the course 
of construction In England which it Is 
claimed will be able to fly to Austra¬ 
lia In a week. The two new British 
airships which are to Inaugurate the 
Inter-emplrc air services in 1927 are 
of 5,000,000 cubic feet capacity, or 
nearly twice as large as the present 
largest airship In the World.
